The long and short 


of a call 


George Leone, K6SG 

One day, while listening across the 
20-meter/CW band, I came across a sta- 
tion calling CQ and decided I would give 
him (or her) a call, being in the mood for a 
good ragchew. After three CQs I expected 
to hear his call, but didn’t, so I waited for 
one or two more. When he didn’t sign, I 
decided to start counting how many CQs 
he would send before he signed: his call, 
just for the fun of it! I was just about to 
give up after the 38th CQ when he signed 
his call. The urge was to answer him and 
read him off. Then I decided that maybe it 
was best to leave him alone. After all, I 
have been guilty of calling at least four 
consecutive CQs before signing my call, 
haven’t you? And maybe four CQs is a 
long call for someone listening! So, what 
is a ‘‘long call’? I suppose it depends 
upon who's calling, who’s listening and 
the conditions prevailing at the time. 

If you listen around much, you'll find 
that the length of a CQ call is often 
related to the response. The first CQ may 
be two series of 3 X 2 or 3 X 3. No 
response! Next CQ call will invariably be 
longer, probably like series of 5 X 3 or 
more. No response! The next call will be 
even longer, etc. But if a response is 
received on that first CQ, when that QSO 
is over, chances are you will hear QRZ?, 
which will prompt another reply! Why is 
it so difficult, then, to limit CQ calls to, 
say, one or two series of 3 X 2,3 X 3 or 
even 2 X 1 calls? If you don’t get results 
on the first round, keep sending these 
short calls. The results will be gratifying. 


Of course, it’s an entirely different 
ballgame when calling in a pile-up. It 
seems that one prevalent belief is that if 
you're the last one to stop calling, you're 
the one the DX station will answer! 
Maybe yes, and maybe no. Yes, I sup- 
pose, if you happen to be ‘‘King of the 
Mountain” of QRM and obviously the on- 
ly call the DX station can get out of the 
mess. But most likely no, because he will 
have already picked out a call and gone 
ahead with the QSO while you’re still call- 
ing, much to the consternation of all 
listening. 


A long call in a pile-up may consist of 
sending one’s call more than two times. 
Often, these long calls prompt a series of 
actions not exemplary of good operating 
practices, such as calling the offending 
station ‘‘Lid,’’ ‘‘SOB” and other expres- 
sions of despair which I will not repeat. 
This additional QRM adds salt to the 
wound, and occasionally some disgrun- 
tled individual will deliberately QRM the 
DX station’s frequency. And, as you well 
know, QRM begets QRM. Along comes 
the well-meaning person with ‘‘Pse QSY”’; 
another with “you lid QSY” etc., etc., etc. 


and now nobody can work the station! 
Somehow, things usually get back to 

normal, thanks to the majority of 

operators who have kept their COOL! 


Long calls or CQs do not get replies 
from me. By the time the long caller 
signs, I can find another station and be in 
QSO. Even if conditions are poor, one or 
more short calls are more likely to pro- 
duce results before one long call. 

Equaling or exceeding the effect of the 
“long call” is the ‘‘slooow looong caaall.” 
Generally, most operators transmit at 
speeds they are capable of receiving. 
Some callers believe the slower and longer 
they call, the more apt a DX station is to 
hear them. (I used to think so. I remember 
in the early ’30s when I was just a kid, I'd 
stay up when the moon was full, to work 
DX in the small hours of the morning, 
with 10 watts, straight key and Zepp 
antenna. I’d send those long, slow CQs. I 
felt great, but I don’t think I worked any 
more or better DX than if I had sent at 
my usual 18-20 wpm! And sent shorter 
CQs! Live and learn.) 

I have found that sending one’s call 
once or twice at the DX station’s speed on 
CW, or once phonetically, consistently 
produces fesults. 

It is a good idea to listen for a moment 
or two before entering into a pile-up to get 
the pattern of the operation. Generally, in 
a contest it is best to give your entire call 
rather than just the suffix letters. If he 
misses part of your call, he will let you 
know. If he comes back with your full call, 
all you have to do is give him the ex- 
change and you are both off and running. 

In routine DX pile-ups, you play as the 
DX station desires. Some take suffix let- 
ters from four, five or more stations and 

then call the roll. Give yours once or twice 
at well-timed points, and you will be 
almost sure to get on the roll call. DX sta- 
tions working one station at a time 
generally prefer your full call. If he is 
picking out suffix letters only, the first 
time around, he will generally say so. If he 
is working by districts, wait for him to 
call yours, as painful as it may seem to 
wait. 

No “‘tail” about the long and short of a 
call would be complete without a few 
words about ‘‘tail-ending.”” Now, what is 
“tail-ending’’? Some operators believe tail 
ending can take place any time after a 
QSO has started — i.e., at the start, mid- 
dle or end of a QSO. So they begin to drop 
their calls anytime they feel like it, 
whether the DX station is listening or 
transmitting doesn’t seem to matter. You 
know what happens. Everybody starts to 
call and the result is bedlam and often, 
the DX station is driven off the air! If the 
DX station is working tail-enders, the ap- 
propriate time to drop one’s call in would 
be when the station being worked is sign- 
ing off on the QSO and not before. 

All of us know how to operate, but I'l 
wager there isn’t one of us who hasn't, at 
one time or another in our ham careers,

Digital Information Services subsidiary , 
been formed and is already in operation. 


MCI Mail can be used with virtually 
any personal computer, data terminal or other 
digital communications device. If recipients do 
not have a terminal to receive their messages 
then they are routed via the MCI network to 
the nearest post office. 


There are four delivery levels to MCI 
Mail - instant, next day delivery via U.S. 
mail, overnight and 4-hour message service. 
Rates range from $1.00 for instant terminal- 
to-terminal to $25 for 4-hour delivery of up 
to 7,500 character letters. MCI said they will 
spend $40 million to launch the new service. 


But MCI isn't the only new entry in 
the digital message delivery market. Not to be 
outdone, Federal Express says they will spend 
$100 million on_a_2-hour guaranteed document 
delivery service! The new service called 
"Gemini" will instantly travel over telephone 
lines and satellite to regular Federal Expre, 
dispatch points for regular delivery.

The days are numbered for those appli- 
cants who simply want to walk into an FCC 
facility and take a Commission administered 
amateur radio examination. 


The FCC Field Operations Bureau has 
issued an internal mimeographed memorandum 
indicating that amateur radio examinations 
given at all District FCC Offices throughout 
the country will be limited to a total of four 
during calendar year 1984. The author of the 
memo was the FCC's Field Operations Bureau 
Chief, Richard M. Smith. 


The internal notice is now in the pro- 
cess of being printed and will be distributed 
shortly. No examinations will be given by the 
Commission (either at regular testing points 
or at remote locations) more often than quar- 
terly. An appointment must be requested in 
advance. Needless to say, the opportunity for 
upgrading will be drastically reduced next 


year. 


The examinations will be offered at 
FCC field offices during these periods.... 
Quarter: Testing Dates: 
1 February 6 through 10, 1984 
(Applications received by January 15) 
2 May 7 through 11, 1984 
(Applications received by April 15) 
3 ~—August 6 through 10, 1984 
(Applications received by July 15) 
4 November 5 through 9, 1984 
(Applications received by October 15) 


All FCC facilities will give both the 
commercial and amateur examinations on 


Form 610 applications at least one month in 
advance of the above dates if they want to 
take a particular amateur radio examination. 
If the situation warrants, more than one day 
will be scheduled for testing during the above 
periods.

It is my understanding that the FCC 
will be looking for a free facility other than 
their current testing rooms to hold the exams 
because their present offices would not be 
large enough to accomodate the large number 
of anticipated applicants. 


While field offices have not received 
instructions regarding any correlation between 
the new FCC testing program and the volun- 
teer examination procedures recently 
approved by the Commission, the FCC feels 
that there will be numerous other testing 
Opportunities at hamfests and other volunteer 
supervised examination sessions. "We are 
working very closely with the Private Radio 
Bureau to get that thing moving." 


This marks a_ wide departure from the 


current amateur examination program whereby 
tests are administered up to 24 times a year 
at some FCC offices. It wasn't too long ago 


that some facilities gave them weekly. | W5YI

FIELD DAY 


A SYNOPSIS OF PAST FIELD DAY EFFORTS 


The-columns shown below will be self explanatory to you experienced field 
day operators but as we have a number of members that are not into ARRL 
and QST, a brief explanation is in order. First you-will note the name of 
the contest group and secondly the call used. Some of the groups have a 
call listed in (). That is the call of the novice station, if one is used. 
The first number figure is the number of contacts made. The next item is 
either an A or a B. The A means that the group used a power input of 10 
watts or less. The B class groups ran 200 watts or less. The next number 
shows the number of operators participating. The last number given is the 
total number of points made. No room here to go into the system used to 
determine total points other than to assure you that the A class will most 
often be found on a mountaintop and running CW only. ALL QRP contacts are 
times five where the 200 watt CW is contacts times two. A BIG difference! 
With the point system as it is, we can never win in our transmitter class 
but we can sure be #1 in our power group and, in fact, we did in 1983.

HAMMING FROM ALL 254 TEXAS COUNTIES! 


— They said it couldn't be done. The 
challenge? - For one group to operate ama- 
teur_ radio from all 254 Texas counties in a 
single weekend. The area covered 268,000 
Square miles - as big as all of New England, 
New York, New Jersey, Delaware, West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio and Virginia put together! 


It was done by the Texas DX Society 
(TDXS) on July 30 and August Ist. The "Arm- 


adillo Run" was organized to coincide with 
the CW County Hunters Contest. It took ten 


months of planning to pull it off. 


Texas was devided up into nine sectors 
with a single vehicle assigned to sector team. 
Seven additional teams were 'back ups' in 
case of failure of one of the primary groups. 
An aeronautical mobile TDXS member coordi- 
nated the efforts from 12,000 feet assisted by 
three additional centrally located headquar- 
ters stations. 


The last of the 254 counties were put 
on the air with four hours to spare! The TDXS 
gang handed out 20,000 QSO's from all 254 
counties while driving a total of over 12,000 
miles. Nearly 2,000 gallons of gasoline were 
used. There was not a single significant veh- 
icle or rig failure!
